On the flip side we are still seeing many professionals from production and manufacturing 
backgrounds finding it hard to find work and indeed a rate of pay to match previous 
employment. Simply put, the closures of the likes of Alcan and Hella are still being felt 
by many. It is true to say that the more new businesses that arrive or develop in Banbury 
that “make things”, the better. A short flourish of manufacturing roles is a welcome 
sight, CTG is one such business on the cusp of creating job opportunities for Banbury’s 
production and manufacturing labour force. Let’s hope this trend continues.

Survivors tell of their dramatic rescue from house blaze 


NEIGHBOUR 
A LIFESAVER

A COUPLE who fled a house blaze said 
their family would have been killed were 
it not for smoke alarms. 

Peter and Audrey Junor were woken by the 
alarms after their dishwasher caught fire at 4am 
on Saturday. 

Mr Junor, 71, managed to tackle the blazing 
appliance to stop it taking hold of the detached 
house, in Lansdown Close, Banbury. 

His 97-year-old mother-in-law was asleep 
upstairs while Mrs Junor had to be rescued by 
a neighbour from an upstairs window. 

Mr Junor said the smoke was so thick and 
the blaze so fierce he could not get to the 
phone or the keys to the front door. 

The retired defence industry worker said: 
"We were seconds away from it being fatal. 

"As soon as I saw it I knew I had a matter of 
seconds, not minutes, to get that fire out. 

"Once the flames had got to the ceiling they 
would have gone up straight through the 
house, mother would have been trapped." 

He twice doused the fire with water from a 
large plastic container and then got to the 
phone to call the fire service. 

Meanwhile, Mrs Junor, 66, had got out of a 
front bedroom window on to a ledge and was 
rescued with a ladder by Adrian Wragg, who 
lives opposite. 

Mr Junor said: "If we hadn't had smoke 
detectors we wouldn't be here now." 

Mrs Junor, a payroll supervisor, said: "I did¬ 
n't know what to do, you couldn't see through 
the smoke. 

"I got out the bedroom window and shout¬ 
ed as loud as I could for help. 

"I was worried to death about Peter. I could¬ 


n't get any response from him. When I heard 
him on the phone to the fire brigade it was a 
huge relief." 

The fire brigade arrived shortly after and 
stretchered her mother, Frances Crowe, to safe¬ 
ty- 

Mrs Junor said of Mr Wragg, whose wife 
Marie brought her neighbour a blanket: "I can't 
thank them enough. They have proved to be 
such kind people." 

The three were taken to Banbury's Horton 
General Hospital to be treated for smoke 
inhalation and were discharged that day. 

Mr Wragg, 49, a business account manager, 


said he used skills from a previous role as a 
retained firefighter. 

Smoke was "billowing" from the house, he 
said, adding: "I had to get her down. I did what 
anybody else would have done." 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue service said the 
three had a "lucky escape". 

Incident Commander Watch Manager 
Danny Hicks said: "I dread to think of the out¬ 
come of this incident had it not been for the 
house having working smoke alarms. 

"This is a clear reminder to everyone of the 
importance of working, suitable smoke alarms 
in homes. Check them once a week."

■ New formula means facility under threat 


THE only school farm in 
Oxfordshire is under threat of 
closure after losing a third of its 
budget. 

This year the Warriner School 
Farm, in Bloxham, received about 
£40,000 as a 'farm allocation' from 
the Government via Oxfordshire 
County Council, amounting to a 
third of the £120,000 turnover. 

But a new funding formula, which 
is based on a much smaller number 
of criteria, takes the farm allocation 
out of the equation, meaning it will 
receive nothing from next April. 

More than half the county's 
schools would be worse-off under 
the new formula. 

Farm manager and teacher Chris 
Holloway said: "The farm grant 
heavily subsidised our educational 
work. 

"We have a charitable trust that 
supports us and they are actively 
fundraising, both through direct 
activities and applying for grants,

and we are looking at new educa¬ 
tional funding streams. 

"Ultimately the farm could close 
or have reduced activity." 

As well as being used by the 
school itself, up to 5,000 pre-school 
and primary schoolchildren visit the 
farm each year, along with smaller 
numbers of Year 10 and 11 pupils on 
agricultural and horticultural cours¬ 
es. 

The rest of the farm's income 
comes from trading activities includ¬ 
ing selling meat through the on-site 
farm shop, and crops, which 
amounts to slightly more than a third 
of the amount required. 

That also includes payments all 
farms are entitled to from the EU. 

The remainder is from charges for 
school visits and workshops held by 
staff both on and off site. 

Mr Holloway said if Warriner 
School, which the farm is part of, 


was forced to carry the cost itself, it 
might have to consider scaling back 
the farm to meet the school's needs, 
rather than the wider community. 

Alternatively, it could become 
more commercial and less educa¬ 
tional, with the additional income 
being made up from farming activi¬ 
ties. 

Mr Holloway said: "It's uncertain 
times for us. We are doing all we 
can." 

Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman Martin Crabtree said: 
"The school has been aware of con¬ 
cerns over continuation of this allo¬ 
cation and has been working 
towards generating income to self¬ 
fund the farm. 

"Essentially all funding will be 
shared on the basis of pupil numbers 
and characteristics plus a rates allo¬ 
cation and a fixed lump sum for 
every school." 

He pointed out the school would 
gain £74,822 in its overall budget as 
a result of the changes. 


Carer admits stealing from vulnerable 


A MENTAL health carer has 
admitted defrauding more than 
£30,000 out of the woman she was 
supposed to look after. 

Denise Kiff pleaded guilty to 19 
fraud charges at Oxford Crown 
Court on Monday. 

The 40-year-old, of St Leonard's 
Close, Banbury, will be sentenced on 
Friday, December 14. 

Kiff, who worked for Mencap, 
used Maureen Baker's debit card to 
withdraw hundreds of pounds and 
take out a £5,000 loan in her name. 


She originally faced 18 counts 
covering nearly £8,000. 

But last month, the Crown 
Prosecution Service added an extra 
charge covering the withdrawal of a 
total of £22,130.79. 

Last night, the disability charity 
Mencap hit out at Kiff's behaviour. 

Emma Harrison, an assistant 
director at Mencap, said: "Mencap 
welcomes the fact that Denise Kiff 
has pleaded guilty to 19 charges of 
fraud. Her activities were identified 
by staff, and the charity originally 


informed the police. Following an 
investigation she was dismissed from 
Mencap's employment on July 12, 
2011, for gross misconduct." 

She added: "The charity hopes 
that her sentence will reflect 
society's disgust at the activities of 
those who seek to abuse or exploit 
people with learning disabilities." 

Using her victim's debit card, Kiff 
withdrew cash from banks in the 
Banbury area from 2009-11. 

She also used the card to buy 
goods from stores.

Norton, has two sons, Lexi, eight, 
Benji, six, and twins Bea and Albie, 
four, who attend Holy Trinity 
Primary School. 

She said: "I am always 
encouraging my children to read. I 
run a reading group, so it's 
something I felt I should be able to 
do. 

"I also help in school as a parent 
helper. 

"Once children can read, silent 
reading is such a great thing at 
bedtime. They all sit down really 
quietly with a book and it feels as 
though the day has come together." 

Training for staff taking part in the 
programme was set to start last 
week, with each school being 
offered a place for one teaching 
assistant and a teaching member of 
staff or senior manager. 

To date 44 schools across 
Oxfordshire have signed up to take 
part. 


Among those are Banbury schools 
Hill View Primary School, St 
Leonard's Church of England 
Primary School and Wroxton 
Primary School. 

Ms O'Hara said: "We are ecstatic. 
We initially thought between 20 and 
30 schools would take part at the 
start of the academic year. 

"The fact we have got over 50 per 
cent of the target schools signed up 
to a voluntary programme, which 
requires them to make a 
commitment not just financially but 
in terms of resourcing and staff, is 
brilliant." 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
education chief Melinda Tilley said 
she believed the reading campaign 
was already proving it had "legs". 

She said: "I feel positive about it. 

It is very exciting. 

"A lot of people are getting 
enthusiastic and it seems to be 
taking off." 

Schools, which have not signed 
up yet, will have a second chance 
to do so before the end of the year.

Coundl supports 
taxi fare increase 


A BID to make North 
Oxfordshire taxi fares the same 
all year round has failed, 
though councillors have backed 
an increase in prices. 

A drivers' association urged 
councillors to support equal pricing 
for day, night, Sunday and public 
holiday Hackney carriage tariffs. 

But Cherwell District councillors 
last Thursday backed keeping 
Christmas and New Year fees the 
same. 

Members supported increasing 
the base rate for day fares from £2 to 
£2.20 instead of the £2.50 urged by 
the North Oxfordshire Hackney 
Association. 

But it backed a Ip increase for 
each subsequent 101 metres, as 
requested. 

The night, Sunday and bank holi¬ 
day base rate should also increase

from £2.30 to £2.50, they said, 
while the rest will stay the same. 

The changes mean, for example, 
a daytime three-mile journey will go 
up from £6.84 to £7.48. 

They will only apply to Hackney 
carriages, not private hire vehicles. 

Fares last went up in 2008 and 
the fees will go out to consultation 
before any changes begin in April. 

Council licensing committee 
chairman Fred Blackwell said: "I 
honestly think that was the fairest 
outcome for everyone, giving the 
taxi drivers a reasonable increase 
while not being too severe for their 
customers." 

A council consultation found of 
the 62 responses, 33 drivers 
opposed the association's plans, 


while 29 supported it. 

Association chairman Choudhry 
Khalid Mahmood Anjum said: "We 
are very disappointed. It was for the 
council to give a little bit of flexibil¬ 
ity for customers over Christmas. 

"In the current economic climate 
we wanted to give customers a little 
bit of relief." 

The requested increases are 
essential to meet rising costs and 
combat cheaper Banbury private 
hire firms, he said. 

Shoppers can visit these firms to 
get a cab instead of hailing a 
Hackney carriage, he said, damag¬ 
ing their takings.

Bus coming to give 
free dental checks

A MOBILE dentist is coming to 
Banbury, in a bid to tackle the town's 
dental health problems. 

The 'tooth bus' - which contains a den¬ 
tist's chair, computer and dental equip¬ 
ment - will be driven to various towns in 
the county betwen now and February. 

It will offer free check-ups to anyone 
who lives in Oxfordshire who has not 
seen an NHS dentist in the last two years. 

Lack of regular attendance at NHS den¬ 
tists is a particular problem in the county, 
as Oxfordshire is ranked 120th out of 150 
primary care trusts across the country. 

According to the most recent 
Department of Health statistics, only 48 
per cent of adults in Oxfordshire (236,235 
people) had seen an NHS dentist in the 
two years up to March 2012. 

The tooth bus is part of a drive to 
improve access to NHS dentistry and pro¬ 
mote oral health in the county. 


There were 552 tooth extractions car¬ 
ried out on children in 2011/12. Many 
were from the 0X16 postcode area. 

Susanna Pressel, who sits on the 
Oxfordshire health overview and scrutiny 
committee, said: "I think it is a brilliant 


idea because lots of people put off going 
to a dentist and perhaps not registering 
with one. 

"I do hope this bus will be persuading 
children to have their teeth checked - 
good habits are really important." 


The tooth bus will be stopping at shop¬ 
ping centres, town centres, supermarkets 
and at community centres in and around 
Oxfordshire, including Banbury. Dates 
are to be confirmed. 

Nicky Wadely, NHS Oxfordshire's lead 
on dentistry, said: "We're really excited 
about this initiative and hope that people 
across the county take up the opportunity 
of a free dental check if they've not seen a 
dentist for two years or more. 

"Dental health is incredibly important; 
every year millions of people experience 
unnecessary discomfort, distress and even 
depression because of health problems 
with their teeth, gums and mouth." 

If a patient on the tooth bus needs treat¬ 
ment, they will be referred to their nearest 
NHS dental practice, where usual NHS 
charges apply. 

Winchester-based losis Dental Clinics 
Ltd has been commissioned to deliver the 
NHS service.

HYUNDAI has made its name, par¬ 
ticularly in Europe, by portraying 
itself as Capt Sensible.

BANBURY Samaritans is to get a cash 
boost from donations in memory of a 
London Marathon runner who died at 
this year's event.

She said: "We have been completely over¬ 
whelmed by the support we have received 
over the past few months since we lost Claire. 

"The money donated in Claire's memory 
leaves us lost for words and it has been a great 
comfort to know that Claire touched so many 
people. 

"She would have been excited to know that 
so much money had been raised, and we have 
worked so hard to make sure that it is being 
used the way Claire would have wanted. 

"Thank you to everyone who donated. No 
amount of money can ever bring Claire back, 
but we can hopefully make a real difference 
and leave a lasting legacy for my beautiful 
daughter." 

The branch gets about £30,000 income a 
year. Director Paul Gardiner said: "The over¬ 
whelming support for both Claire's family and 
Samaritans following Claire's death this April 
has been amazing. 

"The Claire Squires Fund has allocated 
some money to support our branch in recogni¬ 
tion of Cilia, Claire's mother, being a volunteer 
with us. This will help us to continue our valu¬ 
able service in the community and always 
remember Claire." 

The charity will also spend the cash on 
exploring new ways to offer online support, a 
partnership with Cruse Bereavement to sup¬ 
port those affected by suicide, and to develop 
an annual fundraising day for 2014.

Rail users respond to new train timetable 


CHANGES to Chiltern Railways' timetable 
have been met with a mixed response from 
a rail users' group. 

The firm this week said its December 
timetable would provide more seats and 
faster journeys from Banbury to London 
Marylebone. 

This includes more seats on the 6.58am 
and 7.24am weekday services. 

And it will run direct services from 
King's Sutton at 6.09am, 8.11am and 
9.10am instead of 5.29am, 6.18am and 
9.51 am now. 

It said this was in response to concerns 
about services at the village during a 
public consultation. 

And the number of weekend seats to 
London will increase by 2,650 to 42,370 
and from London by 2,750 to 42,622. 

Banbury to London commuter and 
Cherwell Rail Users Group chairman Chris 


Bates said morning services from Banbury 
were already crowded. 

He said of extra seats: "It is welcome but 
to be expected." 

And he is concerned whether a new 
6.10pm 'silver' service from London can 
make up for the loss of 6.10pm and 
6.13pm services. 

The firm said the ex-InterCity silver 
trains are popular as they have more 
legroom and a buffet bar. 

But Mr Bates said: "They are both pretty 
full already. We strongly suspect that there 
will be overcrowding on that train. 

"The 6.10pm will go from being the 
nicest one in the evening to the worst." 

And he said the firm had to run a King's 
Sutton service to get into the capital at 
about 8.30am. The new 8.11am service 
gets in at 9.28am. 

He said: "They have provided the right 


number of services but haven't supplied 
them when people want to travel. It is 
worse than it is currently." 

Customer service director Jennifer Payne 
said: "Banbury is an important town to us 
at the heart of our network. 

"The new timetable reflects the issues 
that our customers said were important to 
them." 

A spokesman added: "We have to 
balance the requirements of small stations 
like King's Sutton with our need to provide 
long direct trains from large stations like 
Banbury. 

"As previously was the case before this 
timetable change, journey opportunities 
can be enhanced by changing at Banbury."

■ Indie stalwarts tour with 1991 classic LP 


DAVID Gedge should be enjoy¬ 
ing the easy life as one of the 
elder statesmen of the alterna¬ 
tive music scene. 

Instead he's as busy as he's ever 
been, organising festivals, touring 
the world and the UK, creating new 
album Valentina, producing a book 
on the making of the album, inspir¬ 
ing a comic book series...and he still 
finds time to photograph European 
toilet signs for his Twitter feed. 

"Ha" laughs Gedge, the singer- 
songwriter and only constant mem¬ 
ber of the band. "The toilet signs on 
the continent seem to be a bit more 
elaborate. I started doing it and now 
people have started requesting it. 
I've got to be a bit careful - people 
might get the wrong idea if they see 
you hanging around toilets with a 
camera." 

The man described by John Peel 
as having "written some of the best 
love songs of the Rock 'n' Roll Era. 
You may dispute this, but I'm right 
and you're wrong" is speaking from 
his hotel room in Bordeaux, on the 
European leg of the tour which 
arrives at Leamington Spa's 
Assembly on Tuesday. 

And it's no ordinary tour. The 
highlight is the chance to hear 
1991 's Seamonsters in its entirety, 
plus tracks from eighth studio album 
Valentina and other old favourites. 
So why delve into his past? 

"In 2007 we were approached by 
our record company to tour for the 
20th anniversary of (debut album) 
George Best," he says. "It's not an 
original idea and I wasn't really that 
keen. As a musician you're always 
looking forward. But I spoke to a few

people and they said 'that's a bril¬ 
liant idea, we'd love to see that'. 

"To my surprise I enjoyed it too. I 
came to the conclusion that the past 
was as important as the present." 

When the 20th anniversary of sec¬ 
ond album Bizarro approached, they 
did the same. But it is the chance to 
hear Seamonsters - a brooding, 
intense masterpiece - that has got 
fans buzzing in anticipation. Does 
Gedge think, as many do, that it is 
the best thing they have ever done? 

"It's impossible for me to judge." 
he admits. "It's like trying to choose 
your favourite children. I find it hard 
to compare." 

So what was it like, rehearsing the 
album again? 

"It's kind of like looking at an 
entry in your old diary," he says. "For 
me it was nostalgic. 

"For the rest of the band it was 
more a case of them learning to play 
the songs. But the band now is bet¬ 
ter than the band then. We play it 
better now. It's more in keeping with 
the album. 

"And Seamonsters works better 
played this way than the other 
albums. It was more of an entity 
because of the flow of it." 

I was lucky enough to catch the 
Wedding Present's show in 
Birmingham in 1991, as part of the 
original Seamonsters tour, when 
they played the whole album, in 
order, from start to finish. I assumed 
that was the same at every gig on 
that tour - but Gedge corrects me. 

"No, we decided to do it on the 


night. That was the first time we did 
it," he says. 

And were the other three current 
members - Patrick Alexander, 
Charles Layton and Pepe Le Moko - 
fans of the album at the time? 

"I haven't asked them, to be hon¬ 
est," he confesses. "They are from 
quite a rockier background. We've 
moved from being a pop-punk to 
being a rock-punk band. Valentina's 
a bit like that. 

"I've always said the Wedding 
Present is whoever's in the band at 
the same time. It all merges togeth¬ 
er," he explains. "I'm the main song¬ 
writer but I'm always careful to 
make sure everyone is heard - it's in 
my own interest." 

Also out now is a book - 
Valentina: The Story of a Wedding 
Present Album. 

"Someone approached us and 
asked if we would be interested. I'm 
always interested in new projects, 
like my festival (At the Edge of the 
Sea in Brighton, now in its fourth 
year) and the comic book." 

The comic book, Tales From the 
Wedding Present, came out of the 
unfulfilled efforts of former band 
member Terry de Castro to write the 
story of Gedge's life. 

So, fans can't say they don't get 
enough interaction with the band - 
and that's before you factor in 
Gedge's prolific Tweeting. 

"I love it," he says. "It's like send¬ 
ing a text to all your friends."

I F ART is judged on its ability 
to provoke debate, then Paul 
Thomas Anderson makes 
great art. 

From his eye-catching 1997 
portrait of the adult entertainment 
industry, Boogie Nights , which 
reinvigorated Mark Wahlberg's 
screen fortunes, to the bombast of 
There Will Be Blood, featuring 
Daniel Day Lewis, the Californian 
writer-director has consistently 
challenged us. 

With The Master , Anderson has 
incurred the wrath of the Church of 
Scientology, which has campaigned 
vociferously against this emotionally 
wrought tale of a cult leader 
welcoming a new recruit into the 
fold. 

What follows is an over-long 
demonstration of virtuoso film- 
making that is by turns dazzling and 
boorishly pretentious. 

Lancaster Dodd (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman) is the figurehead of a 
burgeoning philosophical 
movement known as The Cause. 

His followers grow in number in 
drawing rooms across America and 
Lancaster is delighted to welcome 
alcoholic war veteran Freddie Quell 
(Joaquin Phoenix) into the fold as 
his "guinea pig and protege", 
despite the warnings of his wife 
Peggy (Amy Adams). 

She is the thrust behind her 
husband's arguments. 

"We should attack," she counsels. 
"If we don't attack we will never 
dominate our environment the way 
we should." 

Peggy recognises Freddie as a 
damaged and emotionally volatile 
soul and tries to curb his dangerous 
impulses. 

"You cannot stay with us any 
more unless you quit boozing," she 
decrees. 

However, that primal rage which 



percolates inside Freddie proves 
useful for Lancaster as he 
encounters resistance to his 
argument and even scorn from his 
own son (Jesse Plemons). 

"He's making this all up as he 
goes along - you can't see that?" 
the boy asks Freddie. 

The Master is distinguished by its 
performances. 

Phoenix's unswerving 
commitment to his role is 
undeniable. 

At times, he drifts through scenes 
in a drowsy stupor, 
incomprehension flickering in his 
eyes as he searches for salvation. 

In other scenes, rage explodes, 


most notably in a police cell when 
he repeatedly slams his naked 
shoulders against the cast iron 
frame of a bed with enough force 
not just to split skin but to fracture 
bone as well. 

Hoffman is charismatic as the 
leader, who may or may not hold 
all of the answers, shepherding his 
flock until a non-believer dares to 
question his vision in front of his 
disciples and punctures the bubble 
of superiority that envelops him. 

"If you already know the answers 
to your questions, then why ask?" 
he snaps with irritation, tossing in a 
potty-mouthed insult for good 
measure. 

Adams will also be vying for 
Oscar consideration for her steely 
supporting performance as the 
power behind the throne. 

Anderson's film is easy to admire 
for its ambition and directorial 
verve, but hard to worship for the 
protracted sequences of 
pointlessness that test our patience 
far beyond breaking point.

BANBURY'S Prodrive Mini 
John Cooper Works WRC 
team finished the Rally 
Spain with the highest 
number of stage wins, but 
were left with mixed 
emotions. 

Driver Dani Sordo continued 
on the last day where he fin¬ 
ished on Saturday by winning 
four more stages in his Mini 
John Cooper Works WRC, tak¬ 
ing the tally to six, but he fin¬ 
ished down in 22nd place. 

After going off the road on 
the first day's wet gravel stages, 
Sordo returned to competition 
on Saturday's Tarmac stages. 


Unfortunately, on the first stage 
of the day, a fuel injector failed, 
meaning the car ran on just 
three cylinders for the morn¬ 
ing's stages. After the problem 
was fixed Sordo went out and 
immediately set two fastest 
stage times. 

He won all three stages on
